ot Popery, for the reprefting of Vice and Immorality, and the Incourage- 
ment of Piety and Vertue, for the preſerving and ſecuring of perſonal Libere 
ty, for the regulating and advanceing of Trade ; And more eſpecially for 
making up the Lofles, and promoting the Concerns of the African and Indian 
COMPANY, for the ſetting forward and improving ManufaCtories, and ge- 
nerally, We are ready to give Our Afſent to all other Laws that ſhall be 
brought in for the farder clearing and ſecuring Property and Civil Rights, 
ſtrngthning and faciffrarfing the Adminiftration of Juftice, reſtraining and 
furniſhing of Crimes, and the preferving the Peace and Quiet of the King- 
dom, ſo that nothing (hall be wanting on Our part to make Our People 
both Happy and Contented. 

It is truly Our Regrate, that We could not agree to the Afﬀerting of the 
Right of the COMPANIES Collony in Darier, and you may be very con- 
fident, if ithad not been for invincible Reaſons, the prefling Deſires of all Our 
Minifters, with the Inclination of Our good Subjects therein concerned, had 
undoubtedly prevailed, but ſince We were, and are fully ſatisfied, that Our RE 
yeilding in that Matter, had infallibly diſturbed the general Peace of CEri- 'S 
ſendome, and brought inevitably upon that Our Ancient Kingdom a heavy 5 
Warr, wherein We could expe& noAſhftance; And that now the ſtate of 
that Afﬀair 18 quite altered, We doubt not but you will reſt ſatisfied with the, 
plain Reaſons.

you cannot but notice the Deſigns and PraQtices of Perſons diſaffteted both 
r> Our Government and your Peace, and how Watchful and -Ready Our E- 
nemies are, alſe well at Home as Abroad, and defireous of nothing more ay 
that Differences may fall in amongſt Us; We are 'peri[waded you will be no 
leſs caretull to avoid them. All that We demand 1s, that you would provide 
proper and competent Supplies for ſuch Forces as ſhall be neceſſary for the 
Kingdoms Security,'and to maintain it in it's prefetit happy Settlement. 

We have continued the Duke of £ueersberry to be Our Commiſſioner for 
repreſenting Us in this Seſſion of Parliament, as a Perſon of whoſe Ability 
and Fidelity We have made full Proof, and are affured will be to you ac- 
ceptable; And therefore you are to give him full Eredit : And We expect 
that in all things you will proceed with that Wiſdom, Calmneſs and Unani- 
mity, 8s that this Sefton may be concladed te Our mutual Satisfa&ion, and to 
the Joy of all Our good Subjets: And ſo We bid you heartily Farewel.
